The Park question. 

Certain Interests tnat are pushing 
county park schemes In Newark were 
pushing their claims with such energy 
that Bloomfield's Interest In the latest 
appropriation for county parks was In 
danger of being annihilated. Assembly¬ 
man Charles R. Underwood was In¬ 
terned of Newark's grasplDg polloy and 
Immediately made baste to get before 
the Park Commissioners. When Mr. 
Underwood appeared before the commis¬ 
sion be learned that the contention of 
-itie Newarkers was tbst Bloomfield's 
ulaim should be eliminated from the 
park bill and the money be spent In Ir- 
vlngton and Newark. 

Mr. Underwood at once vigorously 
pombated tbst claim and gave the oom- 
A mlseloners a detailed account of the 
legislative prooeedlngs in connection 
With tbs bill and he called In Assembly¬ 
man Wm.P.M&rtlo.wbo In a letter to tba 
commissioners made It vary clear that 
the entire Essex delegation In the 
Assembly supported the bill with the 
distinct understanding that $75,000 of 
the appropriation was to be spent for a 
park In Bloomfield, and that was just 
as muob a cpeclflc condition of the bill 
as Is the Iron bound dlatrlot park In 
Newark and the Irvington Park. Former 
Governor Franklin Murphy, a member of 
the commission, accepted Mr. Under¬ 
wood's view of the matter and aald that 
the park bond bill was speelflo In Its 
nature and Bloomfield's claim would 
have to be allowed. 

The public grounds committee of the 
Board of Trade baa been aotlve In the 
matter and Bloomfield’s Interests are 
being looked after. 


Rapid Transit Sear.

Two years from now It will be possible 
for rhe residents of N*w Jersey to reach 
the heart of New York etty without 
erosalng the Hudson river In a ferry¬ 
boat, an air-ship or over a bridge, for by 
that time the six tunnels In course of 
construction under the river's bed will 
be completed and electric trains will be 
whlxzlng trough them to sud from the 
metropolis. What this will mean In the 
way of saving of time, ease of commu¬ 
nication and the conservation of nervous 
energy none but commuters will be able 
to fully appreciate. The day when the 
tunnel Berv.ee le inaugurated will mark 
the begtnnlog of a new era of prosperity 
for every city and town In New Jersey 
within a radius of thirty miles of New 
York. Hltbeito Long Island aod the 
towns along the line of the New York 
Geotral and New York, New Haven aod 
Hartfoid railroads have been the chief 
resldeq&l centres of the suburbs. 


Typhoid Fever Meare. 

For some time past Jersey Olty has 
b«ea considerably exercised on aooount 
of the prevalence of typhoid fever there, 
sad tt bae been asortbed to the use of 
the water from the Bosks w«y river la 
Mortis county, from wklsh Jersey Olty 
reeelves its euppiy. Row the etty of 
Newark is somewhat excited on Urn 
asms subject, bat it has besn declared 
by tbs health officials that there Is ss 
contamination In lhe*drlnklng water, and 
ss s preoautlon against the spread of 
the disease the officials strongly advise 
the boiling of ail milk before using if. 
New oases of the fever are being reported 
at the rate of ten end twelve a day, aod 
the Newark health officers think that the 
record for November will not fafl short 
of 125 cases. It la Bald that eighty per 
cent of the cases were attributed to 
mUk uted from one dealer, and be has 
beso prohibited from receiving mlljp 
Jrom certain sections In New York Statel

Thursday morning. The evangelical 
ohurobee of tbe town were all represent¬ 
ed, and tbs ministers who took part In 
tbs service were tbe Rev. Mr. Buttlng- 
bausso of tbe German Presbyterian 
Ohurch, tbe Bsv. Dr. Tbomea of WU- 
mlogtoo, Delaware, tbe Bev. Elliott W. 
Brown of tbe Glen Bidge Congregational 
Oburoh. sod the Bev. Dr. Jesse L. 
gurtbut of tbs Perk M. E. Cburcb. Tbe 
latter preached tip sermon. , His sub¬ 
ject Was “ W1U tbs American Bepubilo 
Endure,” and be aald In part: 

‘•Other republics — Greece, Borne, 
Italy, In the Middle Agee, France more 
than once have paseed away. Wbat 
reason have we to bops that this nation 
will last? There are certain conditions 
upon which tbe life of nations depend. 
One condition Is that of situation. ■ The 
next element of an SDdurlDg natlbq Is 
Its size. A State must be large enough 
to support Itself and to protect Itself. 
Our area Is more than four million 
square miles. 

“MaDy nations have been destroyed as 
was Poland, because do natural defeueee 
were arouDd them. Outs are oceans, 
thousands of miles in width, on tbrf east 
and west, and nations which we have 
no eituae to fear on tbe north and the 
soutfb. 

" Another condition of longevity In a 
nation Is Its nstural resources. And no 
otbsir country on tbs earth has greater 
mioaral rlcbes and more abundant soil 
than we poaaese. But after all, tbe 
suoosss of * nation rests upon its people, 
Ourfi Is t oompoelte race of many 
bloods mingled Into one. But, though 
many, we are one people, with traits 
which differentiate ua from other raoee. 

“Tbe form of our government Is 
unique—a form never seen before In the 
world—an empire of forty-five States 
united for mutual Interests. This bal- 
anoe between State and general govern¬ 
ment Is not an element o! weakness, but 
of mighty strength and permanence. 

“But underlying all these elements 
there bae been a dlvlDe power working 
Id and for our people. God has beeu ou 
our side, sod for tbat reason we stand 
mighty among tbe nations. If we show 
ourselves worthy God will still be on 
our side, and the American Bepubilo 
will endure for centuries to oome.” 

Fredeilo Hughes, father of 
Gov^rnoreleot Charles Hughes o S New

Caaaei for Thaaknglvlag. 

“Causes for Thanksgiving” was tbe 
subject of a pulpit discourse to a large 
congregation by tbe Bev. J. M. Nardlello 
In tbe Oburcb of tbe Sacred Heart Son- 
day morning. Father Nardlello urged 
upon tbe congregation to attend blgb 
mass In tbe cburcb on Thanksgiving Day 
and enumerated several reasons wby tbe 
people should be doubly thankful at tbe 
preeent time. “Our country—Its bless¬ 
ings and privileges furnish a predom¬ 
inant cause for thanks. We should 
assemble on Tbanksglvlng Day,” said 
Father Nardlello, “and thank God from 
our hearts, for we live In God’s oountry 
aod eojoy blessings not found In any 
other land. Here we are allowed to 
worship God as we please. We are 
enoouragsd to build eburobes sad 
•ohools, that we may make citizens. 
You young people who have tbe blessing 
of being born In thin oountry do not 
know wbat yonr forefathers suffered for 
their faith In the old oountrtes or you 
would be more grateful for your privi¬ 
leges.” 

Industrial prosperity was cited ss an¬ 
other cause for thanksgiving. “We 
should be thankful for our prosperity, 
largely due to tbe fact that we do not 
take our youth and put them into a 
large standing army, where they con¬ 
tract habits tbat unfit them lor work 
afterward. These armies are the ruin 
of Europe.” 

America's position among tbe nations 
was pointed out as acotber cause for 
thanksgiving. Father Nardlello spoke 
of tbe marvellous power of this country 
Id aselmllatlng all tbe various people 
who pour In. He denounced the Ingrat¬ 
itude of those who, coming from laods 
where they enjoyed little personal lib¬ 
erty, take advantage of the freedom 
granted them here and begin to find 
fault with lawe and advocate tbe wrong 
kind of socialism and anarchy. 

“I will not admit,” he continued,“that 
a man cannot succeed In this country 
unless through bis own fault. A healthy 
man who Is Industrious, honest and has 
tbe fear of God will succeed. Poverty Is 
more often tbe result of bad habits.” 

Father Nardlello announced himself 
as a firm believer In tbe Monroe Doc¬ 
trine and said Americans should be 
proud tbat Its President bad eompellod 
foreign rulers to bow to bis will. He 
enumerated some of tbe dangers of the 
time, most of whlob be attributed to tbe 
power of wealth, and be urged bis con¬ 
gregation to pray on Thanksgiving Day 
to tbe God who has been so good to our 
country as to bring us out of our present 
troubles that justice may prevail.

Tbe first will be with tbe Idea of 
looklDg after direct legislation from tbe 
people, giving them the opportunity to 
express their actual desires and tbe 
prevention of duplicate or contradictory 
legislation as represented by btlle; sec¬ 
ond, to keep track of pending leglelatlon 
so tbat do “riders” creep In; third, to 
give Dottce promptly of tbe hearings on 
hills whlob tbe public le likely to be In¬ 
terested Id, and keeping the members 
of tbe various Senate aDd Assembly 
committees up to their sobedulee; fourth, 
to pledge each member of tbe lobby to 
a definite course of work. Rev. Adolph 
Boeder of Orange aod Alden Freeman of 
East Orscge are Interested In tbe move¬ 
ment. 

At a recent meeting of tbe Essex 
Oounty and New Jersey Woman’s Suf¬ 
frage Association Henry B. Blackwell 
of BostoD suggested tbat tbe members 
petition tbe Incoming Legislature to re¬ 
store to tbe women In this State tbe 
right of suffrage, wblcb privilege they 
enjoyed from 1776 to 1807.
